To make your pictures. include 
just enough, and not too much, use 
your view finder carefully, Decide 
what you want to take, point the 
camera at the chosen gubject, and 
move forward until the image in 
the view finder shows just the part 
you want. Then judge the distance 
carefully, focus accurately, and snap 
the picture. 

‘Most cameras, including box cam- 
eras, allow you to snap pictures 
when you are as near as six to 
eight feet to your subject. Some 
focus for closer distances. And, if 
you slip a portrait attachment on the 
camera lens, you can snap pictures 
at three and one-half feet or nearer. 

When you get a picture that hap- 
pens to include too much, try trim-
